This Afternoon the Litchfield Miners 
Will Be Evicted. 


KANSAS CITY, MO., July 27.—News from the 
strike center says everything up to noon is 
quiet at the different mines. This is the day 
setforthe eviction of 100 miners from the 
operators’ houses at Litchfield, and trouble 
may result when the attempt is made, which 
will probably be this afternoon. 

It is not expected that more blacks will ar- 
rive before next week. Seven negroes who 
left Litchfield this morning brought a letter 
from the men inside, saying they wanted to 


the prison here to-day. Murderer Wm. G. 
Taylor, who killed a fellow convict, was 
placed in the electric execution chair to ex- 
plate the crime he had done. He received 
a shock of 1,700 volts, but the contact 
was not long enough prolonged and 
when the current was about to be turned on 
again the dynamo would not do its work.

THE GOLD SCARE. 


No such continued and extended drain 
of gold has been seen since the war, says 
an Eastern contemporary, referring to 
figures showing that our net exports of 
gold in the five fiscal years ending June 30, 
1893, amounted to §210,000,000. 
Unexplained, these figures mean that 
our stock of gold has been reduced §210, - 
000,000 in those five years. A general ac- 
ceptance of the figures in that sense is the 
only foundation for the fear that our gold 
is leaving us at the rate of 542, 000, 000 a 
year and that such a terrible rate of con- 
traction must soon bankrupt every busi- 
ness venture. 

But the figures do not mean that or any- 
thing like it. In the same five years our 
mines have produced 5165, 000, 000 of gold, 
and the difference between the amount 
produced and the net amount exported 
exactly measures our loss of gold, which 
is only $45,000,000 in five years or $9,000,000 
per annum instead of $42,000,000. 

Now previous to 1888 we had been drain- 
ing Europe of her gold until we had ob- 
tained more than our share, more than 
wecould expectto hold against the de- 
mands of other countries while we are 
producing more than one-third. of the 
world’s annual output ofthat metal, and 
very naturally some of ithad to go back 
till the normal equilibrium was restored. 
The last ‘report of the director of our 
mint shows that we have about the same 
amount of gold money per capita as Bel- 
gium and Germany, and that our supply 
greatly exceeds that ot the other European 
nations except France and Great Britain. 
The latter’s per capita is to ours as 14 to 10. 
If France, with $17.95 per capita of depre- 
ciated silvcr, ean keop it at par and avoid 
panics with . 52 per capita of gold, there 
should be little danger that our §8.85 per 
capita of silver will make us suddenly part 
with our §10.06 per capita of gold while our 
mines are producing 988, 000, 000 of gold 
every year. 
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JINGOISM EXPOSED. 


Dispatches from Paris indicate that de- 
velopmentsin the Siamese incident have 
placed the French Ministry in a situation 
of grave embarrassment. In arousing the 


political purposes the Ministers have 
called up a spirit which threatens to master 
and overthrow them. 

The effervescent Parisians are clamoring 
for the vindication of the national honor 
and prestige by prompt and vigorous 
action against the Siamese. The war-ery 
and the glory shout are resounding in the 
streets of Paris. The Paris press is clam- 
orous for aggression. On the other hand, 
the Ministry knows that it has set up 
claims and has assumed a tone of aggression 
which it cannot justly sustain and the 
maintenance of which brings imminent 
risk of tremendous consequences which may 
overwhelm France in disastrous conflict. 
To carry out the programme demanded by 
popular clamor would involve the nation 
in grave dangers. To fail to carry it out to 
the letter, to disappoint popular expecta- 
tion and show signs of weakness, no mat- 
ter how well grounded in reason, would be 
fatal to the political ambition of the Min- 
istry. 

It would be cause for profound regret if 
the outcome of the Siamese trouble should 
increase the dangers which beset repub- 
licanism in France or involve the nation 
in disastrous war or foreign complica- 
tions, but little sympathy need be wasted 
on the French Ministry on account of its 
troublesome dilemma and possible ruin. 
Political defeat would bea just punish- 
ment forthe gggravated injustice it has 
put upon the patient and peaceful Slam 
and foritsfolly in inviting national dis- 
aster by silly bravado in order to serve the 
ends of selfish ambition. 

The French situation is an excellent 
illustration of the folly of jingoism, 
especially ina republic. It is an appeal 
to popular passion which is as risky to the 
party making it as it is inimical to the 
welfare of the people. It involves a risk 
of war, which is always a menace to re- 
publican Government. The wickedness 
ofthis wanton risk through selfigh am- 
bition is gener or later recognized by the

True honor does not 
permit a man to sneak around his neigh- 
bor’s house lying and deceiving and induc- 
ing a wife to lie and deceive to gratify a 
passing desire. But there is a foundation 
for the so-called honorable perjury 
of a co-respondent. It is akin to honor 
among thieves. It is presumed that hav- 
ing enjoyed the benefit of lying and de- 
ceita man will not hesitate to lie to keep 
the woman from suffering the conse- 
quences of it. It is presumed that he will 
not add poltroonery to villainy. The pub- 
lic sacrifice of his integrity is regarded as 
a fair return for the private sacrifice of her 
honor. 

The co-respondent may also find some 
philosophy in the code which compels him 
to perjure himself. Being already damned 
for breaking one commandment he can 
well afford to be damned for breaking an- 
other in order to shield his paramour and 
sustain his reputation as a trustworthy 
companioninsin. The question is nota 
question of honor but of degrees of dis- 
honor. 
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DEALING WITH PANICS. 

The publication of the report of Exami- 
ner Cook in the case of the Missouri 
National Bank of Kansas City only empha- 
sizes the generally recognized fact that the 
majority of the bank {failures are wholly 
undeserved and are due entirely to a crazy 
run caused by senseless fear of weakness 
and disaster. The Missouri National was 
a solid institution. Its management 
was honest and prudent. The condition 
of its business would have madeit under 
ordinary circumstances as sound and 
stable a bank as any in the country, but it 
was compelled to close its doors with dam- 
aging effect because of a senseless scare 
with regard to its solvency. 

Does not the establishment of the fact 
that the solvent and well-managed insti- 
tution is as likely to suffer from a sudden 
panic as the insolvent and ill-managed 
bank suggest that vur methods of dealing 
with panic conditions are as stupid 
and irrational as the panic itself? 
No bank is free from the dan- 
ger of a run in scare times, and 
any bank, however strong it is, may 
be unable to withstand a long continued 
run which forces the immediate payment 
of allits obligations. Yet with this dan- 
ger continually present the banks and the 
business community have failed to adopt 
any intelligent aud systematic plan of 
guarding against it. 

The foolish popular panic is based upon 
ignorance and groyndiess fear. When it 
is directed against a solvent institution 
why not be prepared to enlighten this 
ignorance and show the groundlessness 
of the fear before it has inflicted irrepara- 
ble injury upon the business interests of 
a community and increased the danger of 
a general and ruinous panic? Why not 
publicly demonstrate the soundness of the 
bank at the beginning instead ot at the 
close of a crazy run? | 

If it is not practicable to have an official 
bank examiner at callin every city, it is 
possible to have a local examining com- 
mittee who in brief time can obtain satis- 
factory proof of a bank’s solvency and, 
upon this proof a public guarantee of 
solvency may be based which 
would check popular apprehension and 
crazy run. The banks 
can thus not only stand by each other upon 
Bood ground, but by letting it be known 
that they are standing by a threatened in- 
stitution and making public the solid 
reasons therefor in an intelligent and 
effectual way meet and avert a senseless 
panic. 

It seems absurd that solvent institutions 
should be wrecked_on account of popular 
folly based om ignorance and “that 
with sound conditions, abundant 
wealth and money and [opportunities | ° 
for profitable activity business in 
should be jeopardized paralyzed by a 
groundless scare.

It is claimed that the court impropefly 
instructed the jury, and that the verdict was 
contrary to the law andthe evidence. It is 
also setup that some members of the jury 
expressed the opinion that defendant was 
gullty before all the testimony in his behalt 
had been submitted. 

Hezekiah Newby, who mortgaged his farm 
to raise funds for the defense of the 
claimant, has not lost faithin the man who 
he believes is his father.

A MURDER MYSTERY. 


No Light Thrown on the Assassination 
of Mrs. Fritzsche. 


BuRLINGTON, Io., July 27.— There is thus far 
no solution of the mystery which attaches to 
the assassination of Mrs. Leonard Fritzsche, 
who was shot dead while sleeping in her bea 
last Monday night. The investigation of the 
Coroner has revealed nothing that tends to 
throw light on the cause of the perpetration 
ofthe crime. The persons arrested on sus- 
picion of having knowledge of the murder 
have been released. The murdered woman 
was found lying on a bed close to an open 
window and the first theory was that some 
enemy fired the bullet through the window 
from the outside. The position of the wound 
contradicted this theory and led many to be- 
lieve the deed was done by someone in the 
house. 

Inthe room where the murder was com- 
mitted were sleeping five persons. They 
were the viétim, three small children anda 
servant girl named Lizzie Heltz. Lizzie was 
the first to discover that her mistress was 
shot. According to her story she was awak- 
ened by the reportofa pistol and sat upin 
time to see Mrs. Fritasche fall back on the 
pillow lifeless. She'\instantly arose and 
rushed out to give alarm. This was 
about 12:30. She awoke a neighbor, who 
went down to the husband’s saloon to 
acquaint him with the news. 

He found the saloon locked and Fritzsche 
gone. Fritzsche afterwards returned to the 
house and explained Bis absence by saying 
he had gone to take an intexicated man 
home, The neighbors and bad arrived 
in the meantimeand a thorou investiga- 
tion began. A short from the 
Fritzsche house stands that of Swan- 
son. These two families have at war 
tor years. Hard words have always passed. 
Mr. Fritzsche at once charged Swanson with 
the murder of his wife. Swanson and fis son 
were arrested in spite of their tions 
that they knew nothing of the matterand 
had been asleep all the time. 

From an examination of the nature of the 
wound and the premises, the pol con · 
cluded that the shot was fired from inside 
the house. Uponthis view of the case the 
police arrested Mr. Fritzsche and the two 
older girls and the servant girl, But the 
Coroner was unable to secure sufficient evi- 
dence to hold any of the accused.
